Frankfort. Ky., July 23. —A sum 
mary of legislative acts, including 
appropriations "f the public money, 
from 1900 to 1907, the years of Dem- 
ocratic administration of affairs since 
the Republican party under Bradley 
and Taylor was ousted from power, 
will afford most interesting reading 
in the outset of the campaign for 
State offices to be filled by the peo- 
ple of Kentucky at the polls in No- 
vember of this year. The policies 
represented in these legislative acts, 
the use to which the money of the 
people was devoted during these 
years, and the steps taken by the 
Democratic party through two ad- 
.tions to keep Kentucky 
abreast of the times, to meet the 
rowing demands of her State in- 
titutions, and to rase the moral and 
nancial status of her citizenship, 
re the planks of the platform upon 
'hich nominees are presenting them- 
selves to the voters. 

In making its nominations for 
State offices, the Democratic party, 
unlike its opponents, needed no 
written platform of p'edges to the 
people of Kentucky. It presents to 
them a compact organization' which 
has ministered their public affairs 
for the past seven years in a most 
satisfactory manner, and which is 
content to make the race this year 
its record of deeds done in the 
past rather than upon a platform of 
high sounding platitudes, written to 
be construed to suit the person who 
happens to be reading them.

other States; the farmers have been 
authorized by legislative acts to pool 



hundred thousand dollars has been 
distributed to Spanish-American war 
soldiers as pay due them and un- 
collected heretofore.

In the Black sea, owing to 
special geological events, such scav- 
engers are totally wanting over tht 
greater part of the bottom, so. that 
the carcasses of the creatures which 
fall from above arc left to decom- 
pose, which they speedily do at the 
comparatively high temperature of 
the water. 

But their decomposition two 
soluble compounds — carbonate of 
ammonia and sulphuretted hydro- 
gen — are developed in enormous 
quantities; while no free lime, ex- 
cept such as is introduced from the 
Mediterranean, is left The volume 
of sulphuretted hydrogen is so great 
as to poison the water from the 
greatest depth (1,821 fathoms) to 
within about 100 fathoms of the 
surface to such a degree that life, 
■pt for a few bacteria, is abso- 
ly impossible. 

he circumstance has a double 
interest — tirst, that it is absolutely 
unique at the present day, and, 
secondly, that it seems to offer an 
almost exact parallel to the state of 
affairs that existed at the incon- 
ceivably remote epoch when the old- 
est known sedimentary rocks were 
laid down as mud.
